It is a difficult matter: to prove what 
the net profits of a concern are, but not so 
difficult tosay what are the gross receipts.

DENOUNCED BY PROPERTY-OWNERS. 


Taxpayers Indignant at the Passage of the 
Gas Ordinance. 


Among property-owners, business-men, and 
men of affairs there was no difference of 
opinion as to the Metropolitan gas ordinance. 
It was characterized ae unnecessary and the 
action of .the Council was condemned in 
strong language. Suggestions were de 
that the power to grant the use of the streets 
be taken out of the hands of the Council 
through legislation, and also that the city 
should own the gds plants and supply the 
product under the system by which water is 
distributed. Among prominent men seen the 

ollowing expressed themselves: 

Edwin Walker—If anybody can tell what ad- 
vantage consumers will derive I shall be glad to 
hear it. Wewill not have cheaper gas. Prac- 
tically there has never been competition. There 
seems to be no way at present to prevent the 
Council from giving these franchises. Itis con- 
tinually being done. Ifthe pipes are ever laid 
under it they will ruin the streets and the public 
will derive no benefit. I don’tthink any corpo- 
ration would construct a new gas plant except 
to get into the streets and compel the purchase 
ofits outfit. Property-owners are assessed to 
pave the streets in which they have no interest 
that the courts will protect. If the courts could 
give protection the ripping up of streets 
would be enjoined when done for 
the benefit of corporations and not the public. 
We should go to the Legislature and procure the 
enactment of a law removing the control of the 
streets from the City Council. There should bea 
board of three men appointed, not elected, to 


take charge of the streets where franchises are . 


concerned. The Mayor and the Commissioner of 
Public Works cannot control the streets, <A 
board of Aldermen can override the Mayor’s 
veto. The board I suggest should be non-polit- 
ical. If such a law were passed it would be ap- 
plicable to many cities in the State, the residents 
of which are in favor of public improvements 
but qgpposed to the destruction of property for 
the convenience of corporations. 

R. 8. Critchell—The ordinance is uncalled for 
and an outrage on property-owners, who, al- 
though they pay for paving the streets, are 
powerless to keep them out of the clutches of 
any corporation that wishes to tear them up and 
can get permission from the City Council. The gas 
we get now is poor in quality and higt in price: 
We have had new companies before that were go- 
ing to remedy those evils, but they have been 
speedily absorbed by the old ring, and thus the 
monopoly is maintained. Ido not see how any 
bonest and intelligent Alderman who had the in- 
terests of his constituency at heart could vote 
for this ordinance. If taxpayers are so stupid 
and apathetic as to continue to pay no attention 
to Aldermanic elections they deserve to be 
soaked as they have been in the past. 

Ex-Judge Moran—I know nothing about this 
ordinance, but it is my observation that the peo- 
ple who pay gas bills derive no benefit or ad- 
vantage from new companies. On the contrary, 
they suffer disadvantage from torn up streets and 
alleys which are never replaced in their former 
condition. That is notall. Every gas company 
as soon as it has got a franchise and privileges 
has sold out to the existing monopoly. The pub- 
lic gains nothing. [ doubt whether we will ever 
have any efficient reform until the city controls 
the gas works and furnishes gas as it does water. 
I am more and more inclined to believe in 
municipal ownership.

J..W. Doane—The passage of the ordinance 
was bad policy. We have gas companies enough. 
At any rate, the streets should not be torn up. 
We elect Aldermen who are supposed to guard 
the interests of the people. If they fail to do so 
we apparently have no recourse. 

John C. Black—The Council should not grant 
such ordinances. We have abundant gas facili- 
ties. One gas company can produce gas cheaper 
than adozen. Another company would simply 
tax the people. The whole subject of municipal 
franchises should be under the control of a board. 

Levy Mayer—Talking and opinions will do no 
good. Public franchises are public property. 
They should be sold for limited periods only to 
these paying the highest price inte the city treas- 
ury. To prevent undue competition the namber 
of franchises for the #ime jpurpose should be 
limited by law. Every ordinance granting a 
company the use of the streets should make it 
mandatory that the city itself shall repair the 
streets used at the expense of the compaiy. 
Franchises are now the private property of Alder- 
mien. They f&re the footballs of bribery 
and corruption. They breed dishonesty and are 
almost the sole source of municipal legislative 
iniquity. Every time an honest enterprise seeks 
municipal favor it is sand-bagged and “ held up” 
the same as the most rotten institution. (om- 
panies already enjoying city privileges, dearly 
paid for, are a constant target; they must submit 
to blackmail, or ruinous competition put in the 
field by “* go betweens”’ to foster Aldermanic ra- 
pacity. Until the plan suggested is adopted 
there is no realcure. A temporary makeshift is

WAY LEFT OPEN TO COMPROMISE, 


“ Clinching Motions ”" Not Made, but the 
Mayor Will Not Negotiate, 


It is amusing to watch some of the leaders 


of the fifty Aldermen who supported the gas 
ordinance. It is their cue to appear mysteri- 
ous. Ald. Ryan, their leader, talks about the 
merchant princes behindit. But he confesses 
that he believes the Mayor will veto it, And 
in the same breath he says the percentage to 
be paid the city was carried through as it was 
in order that the Mayor might have something 
to say about it. The Alderman probably 
means that it is his opinion that the Mayor 
will not veto the ordinance outright and send 
in no amendments te meet his objections. 
The Mayor does not intend to play into the 
hands of the Aldermen in that way. The 
gang left a way open for compromise, how- 
ever. The usual motions to reconsider and 
table, known as the clinching motions, were 
not resorted to Monday. The idea was to 
leave the matter open so that negotiations

At a meeting of the City Council Thursday, 
Feb, 23, 1893, Ald. Stuckart introduced a 
new ordinance providing for the establish- 
ment of agas plant by Henry Watson and 
the laying of pipes, mains, etc., in the streets 
of Chicago. The ordinance was referred to 
the Committee on Gas, Oil, and Electric 
Lights. Inthe meantime Ald. Stuckart. had 
said he did not know who Watson was or who 
was back of the scheme. The next appear- 
ance of the ordinance was March 20, when it 
came up in the Council with a recommenda. 
tion from the committee to which it had been 
referred that it be passed. Under the rules it 
was then laid over, and came up again for 
consideration April 6 of that year. 

About that time Ald, Stuckart found out 
who Henry Watson was and disclosed his 
identity to the Council at the meeting held 
April 6, when it was expected the ordinance 
would be taken up and dealt with in some 
way.

The only excuse the Aldermen of the fifty 
give for voting for the gas ordinance is that 
they did it to spite the gas trust and to secure 
competition. But as some of them have been 
particularly friendly with the gas trust in. 
times past this is rather thin. The minority 
is so painfully small that perhaps it does not 
matter what it thinks—but it thinks the whole 
business is a sandbagging measure. It is out- 
spoken in the belief and reiterates the charges 
made in the Council debate against the ordi- 
nance.

The streets cannot be put in proper 
condition without funds. The operation 
of this ordinance means new assessments on 
every street through which mains are laid, if 
any are laid.

MYSTERY AS TO ITS BACKERS. 


An Aldermanic Syndicate Suggested=John 
J. Mitchell Denies It Is for Him. 

Ald. Ryan said in the Council Monday night 
that the supporters of the gas ordinance were 
responsible citizens of Chicago, business-men 
of good standing, capitalists of large fortune. 
He refused to give their names, however. The 
general impression now'is that the ordinance 
is being passed in the intgrest of a syndicate 
of Aldermen, who have formed a connection 
with a promoter. The leaders of this syndic- 
ate have given out that John J. Mitchell of 
the Mutual Fuel Gas company of Hyde Park 
is behind it and that it is intended to enable 
his company to extend its lines into the South 
Division north of Thirty-ninth street. But 
Mr. Mitcheil enters an emphatic denial. 

“There is absolutely no connection be- 
tween the Mutual Fuel Gas company at 
Hyde Park ana this new ordinance,” said Mr. 
Mitchell yesterday. **The Hyde Park com- 
pany has been maligned a good deal about 
this ordinance. Asa matter of fact we had 
absolutely nothing to do with it, we have no 
connection with it in any way, and we know 
nothing about who is behind it,’’ 

‘It has been stated, Mr. Mitch6ll, that you 
personally gave the ordinance to one of the 
Aldermen.”’ | 

‘* That is a falsehood out of* whole cloth. I 
never saw the ordinance and I have never 
spoken to any Alderman regarding it. You

Henry Watson, it was learned, is an En- 

glishman, about 55 years old. He settled in 
Aiton, Ill, in 1860, was then a stonemason 
by trade, but in time became a contractor. 
Watson has promoted a great many: corpora- 
tion enterprises in the West. The combination 
of which he was at the head when his identity 
became known here built the water-works at 
Alton in 1875, the old Union Depot at St. 
Louis, the water-gas plant at Jackson, Mich., 
and a hotel and driveway at Manitou, Colo. 
As a promoter Watson goes all over the coun- 
try looking for profitable investments, with 
Mitchell and others as his backers. It was 
said a year_ago that the combination then 
had a gold mine over in Maryland and 
Virginia, near Washington, D. C., which 
it proposed to bond and place upon 
the market. Watson is reported to be a man 
of considerable means and the owner of con- 
siderable property, but no one has, it seems, 
ever been able to ascertain his exact financial 
condition. However, he undoubtedly has good 
backing at hiscommand. He has a big inter. 
est in the Alton Lime and Cement company 
and operates a large quarry of his own, crush- 
ing stone and furnishing it for ballast to the 
Chicago and Alton road. W. E. Smilie, an- 
other Alton man, manages the hotel owned 
by the syndicate at Manitou. . One of the 
things said of Watson is that he always has 
‘some project at his finger ends which he in- 
tends to promote and out of. which he expects 
to get his share of profits, Being a smart, 
shrewd speculator he is continually on the 
lookout for franchises and enterprises which 
need promotion. 

Aday or two after Ald. Stuckart made 
known his discovery of the man Henry Wat- 
son of Alton denied being the unknown who 
had applied for the ordinance in question. A 
dispatch to Tus Trreunz from the Mississippi 
River town stated that Watson came there 
from Leeds, England, and began American

COSTS OF PARK SYSTEMS COMPARED. 


Expenses in Chicago Investigated by the 
Minneapolis Board. 

Minneapouis, Minn., Feb. 6.—[Special.]— 
President J. A. Ridgeway of the Park Board 
has.been comparing the cost of park main- 
tenance in Chicago and Minneapolis and 
learns that Chicago pays a year an average of 
$350 an acrein keéping up its parks, as 
against $60 in Minneapolis. The Michigan 
avenue boulevard in Chicago cost last year 
$9,500 a mile for maintenance, or $55,000 


apolis park system cost. Kenwood boulevard 
is the only drive inthis city which can be 
used forthe purpose of comparison, and it 
cost last year for maintenance $1,500 a mile.

BISHOP BONACUM’S TRIAL BEGUN. 


Impassioned Speech Against Him Made 
by Father Phelan at Lincoln, 

Lancoty, Neb., Feb. 6.—[Special.|—The 
trial of Bishop Bonacum on the charge of 
criminai libel preferred by Father Corbett of 
the Catholic Church at Pafimyra commenced 
today in Judge Spencer’s court. Father Cor- 
bett was attended by a number of priests in 
the diocese who are in sympathy with him 
and Father Phelan of St. Louis also appeared 
with him in his interests. After an ineffectual 
attempt to quash the information the trial 
was taken up, andin addition to statements 
by the attorneys by permission of the court 
Father Phelan was allowed to speak. He 
explained what suspension from the priesthood 
meant, the sweeping punishment it was to be 
an unfrocked friar and to be shunr.ed by all 
Catholics and to be left with the brand of 
Cain upon him. Inhis remarks Father Phe- 
lan became wrought up and called the Bishop 
‘*a liar,”’ saying he had not suspended Father 
Corbett, but .was circulating the report to 
bring odium upon the priest. The speech 
created great excitement in the court room. 
When Father Corbett took the stand ‘he stated 
that his troubles with the Bishop commenced 
in 1891. . He produced letters. and papers 
covering two years that opened up a contest 
over their admission that hela the attention 
of the court and attorneys until adjournment 
for the day was reached. 


WARDEN BLOCKS A JAIL DELIVERY, 


Shoots the Leader of a Plot That Almost 
Succeeded at Chester, I11. 

Cuester, Ill., Feb. 6.—[Special.]}—At 7:30 
this morning three convicts in the Southern 
Illinois Penitentiary made an attempt to es- 
cape. As the, prisoners were returning from 
the bucket rack Convict Fred George, alias 
George Moncrief, slipped up behind Keeper 
Perry Stiff, pinioned his arms behind him. 
while Convict Ramage choked him. Convict 
Copeland held Keeper Bannon at bay with a 
shovel. George got possession of Stiff’s 
revolver, and holding him in front of himas 
a shield attempted to work his way to the ower 
gate. Atthismoment Deputy Warden Randolph 
appeared. The convict cailed on the deputy 
to halt and pointed the revolver at him, but 
Randolph approached until near enough to 
be sure of his aim, when he fired two shots at 
the convict, which touk effect in his arm and 
breast. George fell to the ground and was 
overpowered. In George’s ket was found 
a dynamite bomb with which he intended to 
blow up the gates, which would have been 
followed by a rush of about twenty-five other 
convicts in the plot. The two comrades ol 
George, Ramage and Copeland, surrendered 
and were placed in solitary confinement.

MAKE A FINAL RALLY. 


NATIONAL OONVENTION OF FARM- 
ERS’ ALLIANOE OPENS AT TOPEKA. 


Gov. Lewelling Delivers the Address of 
Welcome at the Morning Session, Which 
Was the Only One That Was Not Secret 
“Some of the Objects of the Conven- 
tion=Two Thieves at St. Louis Routed. 
by a Woman with a PistoleNorthwest. 
News. 


Torgexa, Kas., Feb. 6.—The national con- 
vention of the. Farmers’ Alliance and Indus- 
trial Union was called to order’ in Repre- 
sentative Hall at 10 o'clock this morning. 
There were forty delegates from as many 
different States present. and wt 300 mem- 
bers of the Kansas State Alliance. Gov. 
Lewelling delivered the address of welcome 
on the part of the State. His speech 
was political in character and consisted 
principally in calling attention to the misery 
and poverty prevailing throughout the coun- 
try. He was followed by John F. Willits, 
national lecturer of the Ailiance, who spoke on 
behalf of theState Ailiance. ‘lhe responses to 
the tv¥o welcoming addresses were made by 
** Farmer ’’ Dean of New York and John Dun- 
can of South Carolina. At tonight's session 
President Loucks delivered his annual ad- 
dress. Allof the sessions except that this 
morning are held in secret. It is expected 

hat a large number of Alliance men from all 
rts of the State will arrive during the night. 

The power of the Alliance has been reduced 
toa ininimum, and a great effort is being 
made to awaken interest among its old mem- 
bers that it may again become a powerful ma- 
chine in aiding the People’s, party. In Kansas 
the Alliance was for a time the most powerful 
aa er organization in existence, but now it 

as dwindled away until only the vestige of 
its former self remains. It sprung up in a 
night, worked a mighty influence upon the 
political and material interests of the State, 
ran its course apparently without a pilot, and 
then disappeared from public view almost as 
suddenly as it came; Out of it grew the Peo- 
ple’s party, now in full control of tne State 
government. Through its agency the Kansas 
farmers were thoroughly instructed in eco- 
nomic questions and obscure men were car- 
— on its broad crest to positions of national! 

ame. 

It was during the period of financial depres- 
sion fn 1888 that the Alliance movement de- 
velopment in Kansas, where it was trans- 
planted from the South. !t was organized 
originally as a non-partisan society among 
farmers ior social and educational purposes, 
and with the design of promoting the interests 
of agriculture. In this guise it was cordially 
received and encouraged by all classes. It 
guined a footing in every. school district in 
the State. Economic questions were discussed 
at nightly meetings in all of theschool-houses, 
The spirit of Alliance literature was socialistic 
and tending toward paternalism. Codperative 
stores and elevators were established to 
save the farmers the profits of the middlemen. 
Farmers)\were taught that the burden of debt 
could be lightened and possibly be destroyed 
entirely by legislation. The idea*’spread until 
in 1890 the Farmers’ Alliance had a member- 
ship in Kansas of 120,000 men and women. 
Then it took a hand in politics. The Alliance 
was at once changed from a social to a polit- 
ical organization. Its meetings were all 
secret, and no one realized its power or the 
perfection of its machinery until after the 
votes cast at the November election were 
counted. At the preceding general election 
the Republicans -had earried the State by a 
majority of 82,000 ina total vote of 320,000. 
No one outside of the Alliance supposed for a 
minute that this immense majority could be 
wiped out, but it was. 

During the campaign the People’s party 
was organized, and while the campaign was 
nominally in charge of a so-called State Cen. 
tral committee. all of the work of education 
and orgunization devolved upon the Alliance. 
With such pronounced success crowning its 
first efforc in politics it would naturally be 
supposed that a new impetus would be given 
to the growth of the Alliance, but such was 
not the case. The codperative stores and ele- 
vators, which promised in theory such great 
results, began to fail, and farmers who had 
invested their savings in them. were heavy 
losers. Instead of being benefited by the co- 
operative schemes they were greatly injured. 
Confidence in the Alliance began to wane and 
members neglected to pay their dues. When 
the annual convention met in Salina in Octo- 
ber, 1891, it was found that only 60,000 of 
the 120,000 members were in good standing 
on the books. Factions had sprung up in the 
order, and in this convention there was a bitter 
fight for supremacy. The side that lost sulked 
and finally withdrew. Two-thirds of the 
county Alliances forfeited their charters, and 
in the counties in which a semblance of an 
organization was kept up meetings were sel- 
dom held. The treasury of the State Alliance 
was emptied, and as there was no mone) with 
which to pay its ofticers the headquarters 
were abandoned. 


TWO THIEVES KOUTED BY A WOMAN, 


One Wounded at St. Louis, but They Suc- 
ceed in Getting Away. 

Sr. Lous, Mo., Feb. 6.—[Special.]—Two 
thieves broke open the’ notion store of Miss 
Christina Buhrer at No. 2104 Clark avenue 
this morning. After ransacking the lower 
floor they cut through a door leading to Miss 
Buhrer’s room overhead, passed up ihe stairs 
to her door, reaching it just as she opened it to 
descend for the day. One of the men seized 
her by the throat and the other passed in and 
attacked Miss Maggie Santord, an employé., 
Miss Buhrer managed to reach her revolver, 
which lay in the bed, and fired at one of the 
men, wounding him in the breast. He fled 
down-stairs, and his companion, who had 
seized Miss Sanford and was menacing her 
with a hatchet, foliowed his example. M ss 
Bubrer fired several shots after the escaping 
thieves, but does not know whether she 
wounded them.

PROTEST OF SADDLERS FAILS. 


Gov. Altgeld Convinces Them They Have 
Few Convict Competitors. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Feb. 6.—|[ Special. ]—Gov. 
Altgeld today heard a delegation of saddlers 
with a protest against the employment of con- 
viet labor in the manufacture of saddles in 
this State. The delegation consisted of J. C, 
Medary of La Crosse, Wis., President of the 
Wholesale Saddlery Association of the United 
States; B. H. Campbell of Cincinnati, Albert 
Kuhlmeyer of Chicago, and Jacob Meyer of 
St. Louis. At the conclusion of the con- 
ference it was stated that the number of con- 
victs employed in making saddles in this State 
was much smaller than the saddlery men had 
supposed, and the Governor convinced them 
that under existing circumstances*no change 


could be made. 

Attorney-General Moloney today rendered 
an opinion holding that minors may become 
subscribers to and owners of the capital stock 
of building and loan associations by guard- 
ians or trustees, and such guardians or trustees 
may withdraw the stock of such minors as 
provided in the statute governing building 
and loan associations. Where a minor be- 
comes a subscriber or owner of such stock the 
certificate of stock and the accounts with such 
minor should be in the name of the guardian 
or trustee as such. . 

The Auditor of Public Accounts today issued 
a permit for the organization of the Farmers’ 
State Bank of Lewistown, with a capital 
stock of $25,000. The organizers are John 
Prickett; Moses Bordner, John 8, Lee, John 
Wertman Jr., G. H. Wetzel, Robert Prichard, 
and T. B. Harden. 

At the meeting of the City Board of Educa- 
tion tonight the truant officer reported that he 
had found about seventy-five children of 
school age who are not attending school.

BATTLE FOR THE WHISKY TRUST. 


Kansas City Firm Contesting a Violation 
; of a Rebate Agreement. 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb, 6.—[Special.]—A 
sharp fight was begun in Judge Dobson’s 
court today against the Distilling and Cattle 
Feeding company, known as the whisky trust, 
by Glasner & Barzen, wholesale liquor-deal- 
ers of Kansas City, in which the validity of 
the trust’s famous rebate system is being at- 

tacked. Glasner & Barzen have been’ cus- 
tomers ofathe trust for several years. About 
four months ago they bought whiskies from 
the trust and as usual signed the rebate 
vouchers by which the Distiilimg and Cattle 
Feeding company agreed six months after 
date to pay them a rebate of seven cents a 
proof galion provided Glasner & Barzen 
purchased no goods from any distiller not a 
member of the trust. This, the voucher said, 
was for the purpose of securing the continu- 
ous patronage ofits customers. .After sever- 
al weeks the Kansas City firm again wished to 
purchase goods and} were quoted prices by 
Kentucky distillers pot in the trust consider- 
ably below the figurés of the Peoria concern, 
They accordingly placed their order with the 
Kentucky distillery. This fact became known 
to the trust, and it refused to honor Glasner 
& Barzen’s rebate voucher, claiming that they 
had violated the conditions of their agreement. 
The Kansas City~firm retaliated by refusing 
to pay its bill, Tlhen the trust brought suit 
for its claim, and Glasner & Barzen fil 
counter claim for the amount of the unfai 
vouchers. In the  Justice’s court the 
trust was beaten. In Judge Dobson’s court 
today Attorney J. B. Hamner for Glasner & 
Barzen admitted all the facts in the distilling 
company’s petition and pleaded the anti-trust 
laws. The deposition of J. B. Greenhut, 
President of the distilling company, was read 
to the jury. Mr. Greenhut’s testimony was 
that the Distilling and Cattle Feeding com- 
pany was capitalized at $35,000,000 and 
controlled the output of eignty-odd distiller- 
ies. The case will be concluded tomarrow. 

The equity suit of the Reorganized ‘Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints against 
the Church of Christ of Independence to de- 
termine the title to the famous Mormon tem.

MAYOR HAS AN EYE ON HIS TRADE, 


‘Vetoes the Cigarette License Ordinance, 
Which Would Kill the Business. 

Emporia, Kas., Feb. 6.—[Special.]|—An or- 
dinance taxmg ali sellers of cigarettes $500 
license unanimously passed by the City Coun- 
cil has been vetoed by Mayor Smith, who is 
the largest tobacco dealer in the city. In his 
veto message the Mayor ciaims such an ordi- 
nance would be unconstitutional, inasmuch 
as it would be prohibitory on account of the 
amount of license assessed,’ The city is thor- 
oughly stirred up over tne matter and some 
criticism of the Mayor has been indulged in.

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RECIPROOAL TAX LAWS NOT STRIOT. 
LY ENFOROGED. 


Demand That the Home Fire Pay Taxes 
Back to 1873 Not to Be Acceded To on 
the Ground That New York’s Recipro- 
cal Law Is Inoperativee—Profits in 
Small Towns Dissipated in the Scram- 
ble for Business in Cities—Security 
Trust Fails=Notes. # aod 

Managers of insurance companies, espe- 
cially of those resident in New York and Penn- 
sylvania, are greatly interested in the out- 


come of the order of the Kansas 
Insurance Commissioner revoking the 
license of the Home Fire of New 


York to do business in the State. Some 
time ago S. H. Snider of the Kansas depart- 
ment notified the New York and Pennsylvania 
companies under the reciprocal tax: laws of 
the State to furnish him with an estimate of 
business written in Kansas since 1871, the 
date the reciprocal law became effective. The 
Kansas Commissioner proposed not only to 
collect current taxes, but all taxes past due. 
This sum if collected was to be divided 
ainong the various fire departments of 
Kansas. The reciprocal tax law is only ef- 
fective against companies resident in States 
which provide for taxing foreign companies in 
turn. The entire matter has been in 


ing Eugene Cary, J. J. McDouald, and Evu- 
gene Harbeck. This committee has been in 
correspondence with the Kansas Commission- 
er and is formulating an answer to his de- 
mands. It is said the committee takes the 
ground that the New York law never has been 
operative, and that so far as Kansas is con- 
cerned it is a dead letter.

are not liable for taxes on business done in 
Kansas. 

If this is the ground on which the comps- 
nies hope to circumvent Mr. Snider their 
representatives will receive little encourage- 
ment from a precedent established in this 
State. There isa reciprocal law in Illinois, 
similar to that in foree in Kansas. Under its 
provisions the Louisiana companies come in 
for taxation on Illinois business. The repre- 
sentative of one of these companies carried a 
suit based on a refusal to pay the tax imposed 
by Illinois up to the Supreme Court and was 
beaten. He attempted to show that as no 
company from Illinois had ever applied for 
admission to Louisiana the Louisiana law 
was inoperative as to Illinois companies. The 
Supreme Court held, however, that the re- 
ciprocal law was equitable and that it was op- 
erative so long as the Louisiana tax law re- 
mained on the statute books. 

It is rumored that the controversy be- 
tween the Kansas department and the Home 
is not over the reciprocal tax law alone. 
Other companies are in the same boat with 
the Home on this question, and the company 
scarcely would be singied out fora license 
revocation. Itis said the Kansas Commis- 
sioner sent a man tothe New York offices of 
the Home to examine into the company’s 
business. This official asked, among other 
things, for an estimate of the Kansas railroad 
business written, with some reference to the 
resident agents’ law. Mr. Heald of the Home 
is credited-with having used language more 
forcible than elegant, and the Kansas official, 
in turn, announced that he would demonstrate 
that the Sunflower State Wasa greater con- 
cern than the New York insurance company. 

H. H. Walker, manager of the Western 
farm department of the Home, said last night 
he knew nothing of the merite of the case, 
** The reciprocal tax matter has been handled

Profits of Such Points Dissipated in the 
Scramble for Business in Cities. 

K. Kneutson, manager of the Citizens’ Fire 
Association, a union of small towns in the 
Northwest, proposes to show that the business 
of such places is profitable to edmpanies and 
to use this asan argument for lower rates. 
He claims that the profits of business in small 
towns throughout the Northwest are absorbed 
in the warfare for supremacy of companies in 
such cities as St. Paul, Minneapolis, Duluth, 
Milwaukee, and Omaha... He shows that even 
with tho large cities included the companies 
have in a term of years ranging from eleven 
to twenty-four made 18 per cent profit on 
their business in Wisconsin, Minnesota, lowa, 
South Dakota,. North Dakota, Nebraska, 
Montana, and Wyoming. These States form 
the field of the Citizens’ Fire Association. 
The January report of this association shows 
that .the losses of the month were $2,400, 
with insurance losses of $1,850 in the small 
towns in the field. Itis estimated that one- 
twelfth of the premiuins paid by these asso- 
ciated towns in 1893 would amount to $26,-

W . V. Choisser and Judge ‘Kramer, Commis- 
sioners of the penitentiary at Chester, Ill., ar- 
rived ‘this afternoon.

They unhesitatingly expressed themselves as 
opposed to the policy of nominating a Sena- 
torial candidate in State convention, and 
hoped nothing of the kind would be attempt- 
ed, much less accomplished. Choisser said 
he was satisfied from what he heard in Chi- 
cago the Republicans intended to fignt the 
Senatorial apportionment, and he feared the 
decision declaring it to be unconstitutional 
might be made after July 1, which would 
practically force an election under the old ap- 
portionment, which is advantageous to the 
Repubiicans.

Altgeld, and their 
utterances can generally be accepted as be- 
ing in accord with those of the Chief Execu-

TO FINE MEMBERS FOR NOT VOTING. 


Democrats Propose a Rule, as Alleged, to 
Discourage Filibusterine. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 6.—The leaders of 
the majority of the House have had under 
consideration for some time the framing of 
a rule by which filitustering may be still fur- 
ther discouraged. They have not yet decided 
upon the phraseology of the rule, but their 
idea is to fine Representatives who induige in 
this practice. There was exhibited on the 
Hoor of the House today the draft of a rule to 
the following effect : 

**Upon a roll-call which does not show a 
quorum voting, a previous call of the House 
having demonstrated the presence of a quo- 
rum inthe chamber, the House may, upon 
the suggestion of any member, direct the 
Clerk to certify to the Sergeant-at-Arms the 
names of Representatives shown to be pres- 
ent and not voting, and their pay for that day 
shall be withheld.”’ 

There is a growing feeling among the Dem- 
ocratic members that something should be 
done to break up the practice such as was in- 
dulged in today by the Republicans, and 
should the rule referred to or something simi- 
lar be reported to the House by the Commit- 
tee on Rules it will receive considerable sup- 
port.

CHARGES AGAINST LEWELLING, 


Said to Have Received Large Sums from 
Gamblers and Rumsellers, 

Topeka, Kas., Feb. 6.—The boodle charges 
which have b®en made go frequently by in- 
sinuation and general accusation against 
Gov. Lewelling and other State officers were 
given to the public today specifically. The 
charges come in the form of a letter written by 
a Kansas City attorney named Smith to: Gov.

Freeborn to prevent him from assuming her 
place on the State Board of Charities will be 
heard in the Supreme Court tomorrow. Gov. 
Lewelling this morning positively declined to 
talk in regard to Smith’s letter, persistently 
asserting that he had nothing to say. A State 
official, who deckined to permit his name 
to be used, that the policy. shop men had 


tendered him $2,500 for his influence, and 
that he had retused it. He also said that an 
employé of his office had muicted the 


gaiobiers out of over $300, for whichhe had 
been promptly discharged.

That every detail covering its passage was 
carefully arranged beforehand is shown by the 
solidity of the vote on each blocking motion. No 
presumption is possible except that the ordi- 
nance was passed in consequence of a 
corrupt understanding between its pro- 
jectors and¢ the men who are. respon- 
sible for its passage. Mayor Hopkins will veto 
the ordinance. If the ring that passed it hold 
together they can carry it over his veto. Itisthe 
evident intention of the conspirators to do this; 
and for this reason they brought it up in

The Record ‘heads its editorial ** A Boodle

An ordinance making a present of a valuable 
franchise to unknown beneficiaries passed the 
Council Monday night. In termsit is what is 
known as the Watson .gas_ ordinance. In effect 
it is an infamous seizure of public property for 
the personal gain of anonymous individuals. 
But one construction can be placed upon the 
motives of the men who fathered the measure 
and made its passage possible under such con- 
ditions. Most of them could have had no end 
in view but their own pecuniary profit. All of 
them might have known that the plea of compe- 
tition with established monopolies was a trick to 
blind the unwary into the belie f that its |promot- 
ers were actuated by love of the public welfare.

The J/nter-Ocean heads its editorial, ‘* Veto 
the Gas Ordinance,’’ and says in part:

The latter is not .an improbable 
supposition. At least one Alderman, whose 
redlection was more than doubtful prior 
to his vote for this bad ordinance, is supposed to 
have voted for it in hope of receiving the support 
of the trust both at the primaries and in April.

Loeffler and Francis, who voted for the spe- 
cial order..were not present at last night’s 
meeting, and the entire strength of the ordi- 
rance, therefore, is fifty-two votes, or seven 
more than enough to pass it over a veto, if 
they all stick together.”’ 


“ Bears the Boodle Mark.” 
The Journal printed an editorial headed 


| + Bears the Boodle Mark.” which said: 


“That this remarkable piece of legislation 
is of the boodle -sort scarcely admits of a 
doubt. The men who had the effrontery to 
stand sponsor for it in the beginning have not 
answered a single question with regard to it 
in a satisfactory manner. It is just as bad 
now as it was last March, so that the only ex- 
planation of the change in the Council is that 
amalign influence has been exerted from 
without upon the impressionable members.

Locally the Journal said Mayor Hopkins 
would veto the ordinance. It quoted Ald. 
Ryan as saying the Mayor would not make a 
single change in the measure as passed. 


“The Infamous Watson Ordinance.” 


The News had an editorial which was head- 
yon “The Infamous Watson Ordinance.” It 
said: 

‘* The need of some such organization as the 
Civic Federation to work foran honest admin- 
istration of local affairs was given phasis 
by the Common Council at its session last 
night. The Aldermen did their best to illus- 
trate the degree of demoralization existing 
in at least one branch of the municipal 
government. The Watson gas ordinance, 

ssed last vight under a new name, 

as repeatedly been shown to be a 
measure without a single good feature 
to recommend it. The identity of those be- 
hind it has been kept secret probably for the 
reason that, if it were known, it would excite 
the distrust and suspicion of the people. Every 
indication points to the fact that the ordinance 
has been secured for speculative ' purposes 
only and for the personal gain of a few men.”’

and municipal legislation,’”” who said Mayor 
Harrison was once approached by a man who 
made him a $100,000 offer in the deal if he 
would give an assurance that he would not 
veto the ordinance if passed. 

Ald. Martin was quoted in the News as de- 
claring the ordinance to be a sandbagging 
scheme, which.he did not get a chance to vote 
against because compelled by ill-health to 
leave. Such an ordinance, he said, was an 
outrage, a disgrace to the Council, to ‘the city, 
and to all concerned. He hoped’ the Mayor 
would veto it. 

Ald. Noble was quoted i in the News as say- 
ing the passage of the ordinance was as rotten 
a piece of city legislation as had ever been en- 
acted. Hehoped it would be vetoed. Ald. 
Noble gave this version of his knowledge of 
the price of gas: 

** The Hyde Park Gas company, which is 
behind this ordinance, charges consumers 72 
cents, and, now wants under the new or- 
dinance to charge them $1.20 cents per 1,000 
feet. It proposes to charge the city $17. 50 
a lamp, where now the city is paying $14. It 
proposes to pay the city 3 per cent of the net 
receipts, whereas now. the city is 
getting 3 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts. This company .will not deposit a 
good-faith sum, but asks this ordinance giv- 
ing the right to tear up streets without any 
guaranty that work inust be completed or 
commenced within any specified time. It is 


a bad ordinance and should certainly be de- 
feated.”’

COL. CROFTON WILL TESTIFY TODAY. 


Federal Grand Jury Prepares to Take Up 
the Case Against Lieut. Maney. 

The Federal] grand jury this morning will 
take up the case of Lieut. Maney, who shot 
and killed Capt. Hedberg at Fort Sheridan. 
A large number of officers and soldiers at the 
Fort and Mrs. Hedperg were subpoenaed 
several days agoand “last night two other 
witnesses were added to the list. They were 
Col. Crofton, the commandant, and Capt. 
Chapin, the friend of Maney, who testitied in 
the latter’s behalf at the preliminary exami- 
nation. The grand jury - will ask Col. 
Crofton to report the Lieutenant’s statement 
made to him after the arrest. Other witnesses 
who will appear are Sergt. Copeland, who saw 
the shooting; Orderly Sergt. H. M. Wilson, 
who saw Capt. Hedberg at the Quarter- 
master’s store immediately before the en- 
counter; Dr. Knight, coroner of Lake 
County, who held an inquest on the victim; 
and J. H. L. Lee, County Surveyor of Lake 
County. It is expected that all the testimony 
will be heard and the case disposed of today. 

The grand jury yesterday heard a number 
of counterfeiting cases, among them that 
against Ralph ana James L. Wilcox and W, 
H, Shaw, the alleged coin ‘ sweaters,” who 
operated at No. 64 Adams street. No indict- 
ments were returned last evening, but sqme 
may be reported this morning. District-At- 
torney Milchrist’said last night that she inter-

ARGUMENTS FOR THE NORTHERN PA- 
OIFIO REO | 


Counsel at Milwaukee Still Contenting Be- 
‘fore Judge Jenkins the Application of’ 
the Ives Faction for Masters to Take 
Testimony=Charges of Fraud Denied= 
Action of Passenger Agents Thursday 
Depends on the Decision of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Road Railway News. 

Muwavuxes, Wis., Feb. 6.—[{Special.]—The 
application of the Northern Pacific railroad 
company to have examiners appointed by the 
court to take testimony in Chicago and New 
York on the charges in the petition for the re- 
moval of the receivers'of the company is still 
undecided. When court adjourned this after- 
noon the arguments, which were continued 
ail day, had not been finished. 

During the argument this afternoon Mr. 
McNaught of counsel for the receivers op- 
posed the application. Judge Jenkins signifi- 
cantly questioned the counsel regarding the 
charge-in the petition that Messrs. Villard, 
Colby, Abbott, and Hoyt fraudulently made 
$10,000,000 out of the lease of the Wiscon- 
sin Central and Chicago and Northern Pacific 
lines to the Northern Pacific company and 
that Mr. Oakes, as President of the Northern 

*Pacific, knew of this fraud and assented to it. 

‘*Is this not a question that should be referred 

to an examiner to take testimony in order to 

determine its truth or falsity?’ asked Judge 

Jenkins, 

Mr. McNaught said the Board of Directors 
had agproved of the lease of the two lines and 
that Mr. Oakes as President was obliged to 
sign’the contract. Mr. Oakes was not present 
at the directors’ meeting at which it was de- 
cided to lease the lines. Mr. McNaught ad- 
mitted that Directors Colby and Hoyt had an 
interest in the leased lines. Mr. cNengbt 
did not think it necessary to have testimony 
taken on this point as the charges were con- 
clusively answered by Mr. Oakes in his reply 
to the petition. 

‘*Was it not Mr. Oakes’ duty as President 
to refuse to carry out a contract if there was 
fraud connec with it?’ asked Judge 
Jenkins. 

Mr. McNaught said possibly it might wee. 
but he did not believe any fraud had bee 
committed. 

When court opened this morning Mr. Petit, 
as attorney for the Northern Pacific company 
filed a statement of the allegations contained 
in the petition for the removal Of the receivers 
upon which he thought evidence would have 
to be taken. He alleged that there were cases 
of absoiute fraud in connection with the Wis- 
consin Central and Chicago and Northern Paé 
cific deals. Judge Jenkins stated that he 
wished to hear counsel on the question of how 
far the alleged mismanagement in the past af- 
fected Mr. Oakes’ standing as a receiver, and, 
as it appeared that much of the supposed mis- 
management was mainly in the unwise exten- 
sion of branch lines, he wanted to know how 
far that question affected the standing of Re- 
ceiver Oakes at present. 

Mr. Petit said that in order to satisfy . the 
court as to these questions testimony would 
necessarily have to be taken. He said 1f taken 
alone the evidence of mismanagement would 
appear as cases of simple misfortune, while 
they would show in their true light if taken 
in connection with a charge of fraud. 
He thought taken in any way the allegations 
showed incompetency, and this itself ought to 
be sufficient to affect the standing of Mr. 
Oakes as receiver, and it was to prove these 
allegations that he presented the order for 
reference and not for delay, as opposing 
counsel charged. 

Judge Jenkins informed the counsel that in 
dealing with Mr. Oakes he had neglected to 
show how the allegations affected the standing 
of Receivers Rouse and Payne. 

These men, Mr. Petit said; were partners of 
Mr. Oakes.: He thought their: friendship for 
Mr. Oakes made them partial judges as to the 
mismanagement. These were the only charges 
preferred against ‘Receivers Payne and Oakes. 

James McNaught replied to Mr. Petit for 
the receivers. He thought the answer of the 

ceivers covered the allegations of the peti- 

ion. He thought the petition covered'‘all the 
allegations in regard to the conatruction of 
the branch lines and they would be applied to 
satisfy the court that no reference would be 
necessary. He went fully into the manage- 
ment of the road by Mr. Oakes. He showed 
that the road had been operated for 
543-10 per cent of the gross earn- 
ings. Mr. McNaught charged _ that 
in ‘nearly every case the construction 
of branchflines was undertaken on the recom- 
mendation of Brayton Ives. and in most cases 
work had been begun during his administra- 
tion. Hegrew sarcastic in commenting onthe 
ulleged mismanagement and recklessness of 

Mr. Oakes. Mr. McNaught proceeded to show 

Ives’ and Harris’ connection with what they 

now charged to the gross mismanagement on 

the part of Mr. Oakes in constructing and ac- 
quiring branch lines. 

Referring to the Wisconsin Central and 
Chicago and Northern Pacific transactions 
which were complained of by the petitioners 
Mr. McNaught said that before these roads 
were leased tothe Northern Pacific the di- 
rectors had them, carefully examined by C. C, 
Wheeler, an experienced railroad man. Mr, 
Oakes was absent at the time the deal was 
made on account of ill-health, but neverthe- 
less he believed it was a wise move for the 
Northern Pacific to extend its lines to Chica- 
go. During the fourteen years Mr. Oakes was 
connected with the road he had never made a 
— out of the construction of the branch 

ines. 

Probably the only mistake the receivers had 
made, Mr. McNaught said, was in applying to 
the court for $1,000 to pay for the publica- 
tion of the annual report of the road. This 
report showed that the Northern Pacific had 
not guaranteed the bonds of the Northern 
Pacitic and Manitoba, Mr. Harris had sworn 
in the petition for the removal of the receiv- 
ers that those bonds were guaranteed. Mr. 
McNaught said a man who swore to a false 
statement like this should ve indicted by a 
grand jury. 

The arguments will be continued tomorrow. 


DEPENDS ON CANADIAN PACIFIC, 


Result of Thursday’s Meeting Hinges on 
Action of That Road. 

No definite advices have been received from 
the Canadian Pacific as to whether it will ac- 
cept the proposition of the transcontinental 
lines to give it 4 per cent of the San Francis- 
co passenger traffic on condition that it fore- 
go all demands for differentials either by the 
Puget-Sound route or the ocean route via 
Victoria. General Passenger Agent Hibbard 
of the Zoo line, who represented the Cana- 
dian Pacific at the last meetingin this city, 
was to lay the proposition. before the Cana- 
dian Pacific people at Montreal, but a dis- 
patch from General Passenger Agent McNicoll 
received here yesterday states that Mr. Hib- 
bard’s letter had not yet reached him and 
consequently he is not prepared to say wheth- 
er the proposition will be accepted or not. A 
call was ‘issued yesterday by Chairman Cald- 
well for another conference between the lines 
inthe Western Passenger Association and the 
Transcontinental lines for tomorrow. The 
result of this meeting depends entirely 
upon the acceptance or rejection by the 
Canadian Pacific of the proposition made by 
the Transcontinental lines. Should the 
Canadian Pacific decline to accept the offer 
of 4 per cent of the California business, there 
is little prospect for a settlement of the trans- 
continental passenger rate troubles, as the 
Western Passenger Association lines are bit. 
terly opposed to grantmg any differential. 
But aside from the issue with the Canadian 
Pacific other problems have to be solved and 
disputes settled before harmonious relations 
between the transcontinental and Western 
Passenger association lines can be restored. 
The Southern Pacific will have to adjust with 
the Santa Fé the matter of rates between Los 
Angeles and San Francisco, Should the 
Southern Pacific carry out its threat to boy- 
ecott the Santa Fé on business between Los 
Angeles and San Francisco the latter road 
will refuse to enter into any agreement for 
the restoration and maintenance of Pacific 
Coast rates. The Union Pacific also will have 
to give assurance that it does not mean tw de- 
moralize rates before a permanent agree- 
ment for the maintenance of transcontinental 
rates can be adopted.

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SOHOOL BOARD TO DISOUSS RE- 
TRENOHMENT PLANS.

Madden Will Hold a Prelimi- 
nary Conference Thursday=Policemen 
Organize to Prevent the Proposed Re- 
duction in Their Pay~Mayor Hopkins 
Cuts Off 443 Men, Saving the City $9906 
a Day=Porter Talks of His Decapitation. 


Robert Lindblom, Chairman of the School 
Board Finance committee, acting with the 
authority of President Trude, sent 4 letter to 
Controller Ackerman yesterday upon the mat- 
ter of a reduction in the salaries of teachers. 
The chief points in the letter are these: 

“We are ready. to coéperate with yourself 
and the Council Finance committee in any 
way that will not impair the efficiency of the 
school system. The bulk of salaries is paid 
to our ordinary teachers, and only a relatively 
small proportion goes to the heads of depart- 
ments, so that, were we to reduce simply the 
salaries of the heads of departments, the sav- 
ing accomplished would be trifling, and in 
many instances it would be an absolute breach 
of faith on our part toinsist upon a reduction. 
It remains, therefore, for yourself and your 
colleagues to advise us if this contemplated 
reduction should be a horizontal one, as that 
would be the only way in which a material 
saving could be accomplished. Of course I 
am not in a position to know that such a re- 
duction affecting all teachers would be ap- 
proved by the board. even if recommended 
by our committee. We think, however,’ that 


there will be no difficulty in making a reason- 


able reduction in the purely business depart- 
ment of the School Board. Itake pleasure in 
stating to you that the entire membership of 
the School Board isZimbued with a spirit of 
retrenchment at least so far as increasing the 
expenditures, but you know how difficult it is 
under all circumstances to bring about a_re- 
duction in salaries. 
cuss the matter with yourself and your 
Finance committee any afternoon.”’ 

Controller Ackerman set a meeting for 
Thursday afternoon. At that conference will 
be present Messre. Lindblom, Ackerman, and 
Madden. The only result will be to give Mr. 
Lindblom an idea of what the Vouncil de- 
sires and to give to the other two members 
some idea of what the Board of Education 
might be willing to do. 

‘+ Of course,” said Secretary Shepard John- 
son of the School Board, *' these men can 
take no action binding the board to any re- 
duction. They can simply report, and the 
board will do as it pleases. There is no doubt 
that the question of reduction will cause con- 
siderable trouble in the board, no matter 
what two or three of the members believe.”’ 

A general cut of 10 per cent on all salaries 
of teachers would save $350,000 a year. 
What can be saved will go into the building 
fund. 


POLICE PROTEST AGAINST CUT IN PAY, 


Preliminaries Arranged for an Organiza- 
tion for Defense, 

Delegates from all the police stations in the 
city met at Harrison Street Station yesterday 
afternoon to protest against the proposed. re- 
duction in salaries. The Finance committee 
of the Council has. prepared a report, which 
recommends that all salaries of police officers 
be reduced 10 per cent, and this has caused 
the men to, organize for defense, The dele- 
gates were instructed to call meetings at the 
different stations. and to appoint committees 
to wait upon the Aldermen of the diffcrent 
wards. The position of the officers is as fol- 
lows: The present salary is $1,000. The 
work is for 365 days in a year and the eight- 
hour day law is not recognized. San Fran- 
cisco pays $1.224. Boston $1,200, Brooklyn 
$1,100, and New York $1,200 to patrolmen. 
The reduction here would have a tendency to 
drive the best men from the service, and the 
result would react upon the city. Again, men 
liaave been in the service for many years, ex- 


‘pecting to be cared for on the pension list. 


Now this is to suffer, asthe pension is one- 
half pay and no stated sum. The policemen 
believe their services are worth more rather 
than less than the salary received. 


IT SAVES THE CITY $996 A DAY. 


Mayor Hopkins Cuts Off 443 Menin Water 
Pipe Extension Bureau, 

Mayor Hopkins yesterday cut $996 a day 
from the rolls of the Bureau of Water Pipe 
Extension. The cut costs 443 men their jobs. 
They all went yesterday and for a time the 
hallway without the office of the Superinten- 
dent was filled with gh A workmen. 

In December Mayor Hopkins told the Su- 
perintendent of water pipe extension to cut 
his force down to 300 men. The rolls at that 
time showed 1,000 carried. That month 973 
men were discharged. A few days ago the 
pay-rolis for the last two weeks in January 
camein. The Commissioner stood aghast as 
his eyes met a total larger than for the corre- 
sponding two weeks of 1893. That month 
was severe from the weather standpoint and 
an enormous force had to be carried 
to keep fire plugs from freezing. Last 
January was comparatively mild and no such 
forces were needed. As this is the only work 
done in the winter the Commissioner could 
hardly see for what the money was spent. It 
was found that while some of the foremen 
had obeyed orders and laid off men they had 
soon after taken them on again. One man— 
W. A. Dorman—turned in a pay-roll having 
upon it 255 names, The amounts against 
them indicated, too, that only a few of them 
had worked half time, Foreman James Wier 
turned in a list of 140 men. ‘he other five 
foremen were not so bad. 

Mayor Hopkins was notified of the state of 
affairs, and he at once ordered that the forces 
be cut to the limit Jan. 1. This took the fol- 
lowing numbers of men from the foremen 
named: W. A. Dorman, 165; James Wier, 
90; R. J. Blum, 9; M. Martin, 80; Thomas 
Croak, 19; James McLaughlin, 30; J. M. 
oes OO. Each has been receiving $2.25 a 

ay. )

why Police Magistrate Porter was removed 
was because he refused to turn over to the 
city $14 in fines collected by him.

This was false 
on its face, as 1 paid the last farthing belong- 
ing to the city—$14—Jan. 23. It was on the 
2Uth inst. that I was removed on that pre. 
text. Lastly, the Mayor said there was meed 
only for one court at Hyde Park. Iam in. 
formed that Noble T. Robbins has been ap- 
pointed my successor and has heard one case 
already. Several times Mayor Hopkins said 
to me in person: ‘If you will write out your 
resignation, Judge, I will say nothing about 
your not turning in the bond money. It can

REPORT ON DUPLICATE STREETS, 
noite Ss 
Special Committee Will Make It at the 
Next Council Meeting. : 

Daniel R. Cahill, Postmaster Hesing’#pri- 
vate secretary, has submitted to the special 
Council committee named to investigate the 
matter a list of 700 streets in Chicago which 
bear duplicate names, some of them as high 
as in a-dozen instances. He finds, among 
many others, that there are six Walnut 
streets, four William streets, nine Washing- 
ton streets, seven Union streets, eight Sher- 
man streets, seven Sheridan streets, six Pine 
streets, twelve Park avenues; nine Oak streets, 
eight Myrtle streets, eight Maple streets, 
eight Linden streets, seven Lake streets, 
nine Irving avenues, eight Grove streets. 
At the next meeting of the Council the com- 
mittee will make a definite report, from 
which it is believed some action of import- 
ance will be taken toward renaming. Two 
yearsago the matter was agitated. Every 
man who lived on a duplicate street drew up 
a petition protesting against the change of 
name. This he handed to his Alderman, with 
the threat that if he worked against it he 
would be opposed for reélection. The result 
was that the city spent $6,000 and the matter 
was dropped. 


To Look After a Coal Company.
